A. No doubt the Apoftle does here free Men 
from the Obfervance both of the Fewifh Ceremo- 
rial Law, and alfo of all other Ceremonies, Ordi- 
nances and Traditions as are founded merely on 
Huimane Invention, and which are neither impli- 
ciiely commanded, nor have any Relation to the 
Offices ot thofe Viriues that are prefcribed by God. 
They can be no orher. than Superftitious Rires, or 
Vil-Wo foip, as the Apoftles ftiles them, and to 
make true Piety confilt in the Obfervance of them, 
or to make the Performance of them as neceffary 
to S:lvation, to make, for Inftance, the Eating of 
Fieth upon a Friday, or Trangreffing any other 
Tradition of the Church, to be. a more heinous 
and unpardonable Crime, than Fornication, Adu'- 
tery. or Perjury, as the Romanifts do, to do this, 
we fay, is Vicious and Unlawful. But we affirm 
and can eafily prove. by fevetal undeniable Argu- 
ments drawn both from Scripture and Reafon, 
were we ar Leifure for it, that the Cafe is not the 
fame with Relation to thofe Rices atid Ordinances 
that are founded on Natural Reafon, or have fome

Relation to the Virtues commanded in Scriprure. 
Of this Kind, are (1.) all thofe for which fome 
found Reafon can be given, fuch as the Precepts, 
Laws, and Political Inftitutions for Civil Life. (.) 
Thofe which tend to preferve Decency and ‘Order, 
in aFamily, in a Body Politic, and-in the Church; 
for particularly with regard to the Church, rhe A- 
poftle enjoins that all Things be done D:cent/y, anid 
in Order, without fetting down himfelf the partis 
culars by which that Order and. Decency is to be 
preferved ; fo that this is a plain granting. of Au- 
thority to the Governours of the Church, for the 
Prudent ordering of them, (3:) Thofe which 
tho’ not commanded by God, yet ought to be look. 
ed upon as tacitly commanded, and which rhe Nae 
ture of the Worfhip we owe co God feems to re- 
quire at our Hands, (4.) All thofe which have 
fome Connexion with the Duty’ prefcribed to us, 
which tend to its Perfection, and are performed 
only with a Defign of rendring us more apt and 
ready in the Worfhip of God; Thefe Things ate 
fo far from being Superftitious, or the Obfervance 
of them here forbid by the Apoftle, that they tend 
to the Perfection of Ghriftian Life.
